B u t others have taken their 
place. Wou nds rem ain abou t the 
same. The new diseases are du e 
to different form s of exposu re. 
The latest to be added is "im ­ 
mersion foot” cau sed by long im ­ 
mersion of the feet in cold w ater 
on a ra f t or ru bber life boat or, 
in fact, any kind of boat a fte r to r­ 
pedoing a t sea. 
It need not be limited to the 
feet. An exactly sim ilar condition 
was described by Su rgeon Ungley, 
B.M.C., which affected the u u - 
gloved hand of an airm an who 
had 
lain 
exposed 
tw enty-fou r 
hou rs on a m ou ntain. 
Any pa rt of the skin can be 
affected. 
The reason the hands 
and feet get it the w orst is that 
the constriction of the clothing 
helps bring on the condition and 
makes it worse. A sailor lands on 
a ra ft more or less u nconsciou s, 
an aviator falls free of his plane, 
u nconsciou s, and the tig ht w rist­ 
band of the la tte r is not loosened, 
so that when the hand begins to 
swell from the cold the circu lation 
is shu t off, 


Sy mptoms 


The hand or foot becomes nu mb 
as exposu re continu es and does 
r.ot respond norm ally to ru bbing. 
When the men reach a b v e hos­ 
pital there are pain, tingling, itch­ 
ing, swelling and color changes. 
Sometimes the extrem ity tu rns 
yellow, sometimes a vivid red. 
The feet feel woody and nu mb. 
They complain it is as if "they 
were walking on cotton wool.” 
The first stage gives way to a 
second in which redness and tin ­ 
gling and sensitiveness to cold 
predom inate and finally there is a 
residu al stage; they are able to 
u se the hands and feet and have 
no pain and tingling, bu t they 
have a terrible tim e w arm ing the 


hand or foot u p if they come into 
a warm room from u nu su al cold. 
T reatm ent consist* in very care­ 
fu l nu rsing so tha t the hands or 
feet are not allowed to hang free 
or be handled rou ghly, or have 
any kind of restriction on them. 
They are warm ed gradu ally and 
grease and oil are u sed as a pro­ 
tective, liberally. M assage is bad 
for them. The feet shou ld be left 
free of dressings and elevated a t 
first; later alternately raised and 
lowered. 
Akin to Chilblain 


“Immersion foot,” like the "shel­ 
ter leg” I wrote abou t a week or 
so ago, and which is described by 
London physicians as occu rring in 
those sleeping in a damp and bad­ 
ly ventilated shelter, are mu ch 
akin to ordinary chilblain. 
The blood vessels of the feet (as 
well as the rest of the body) are 
controlled by the au tom atic nerv­ 
ou s system , which contracts them 
in response to cold and relaxes 
them in response to heat. This is 
a defense m echanism: when con­ 
tracted, the blood will not lose too 
mu ch heat; when dilated, the pa rt 
will lose heat, as on a hot day, and 
prevent heat stroke. 
Bu t the hands and feet, being 
farthest aw ay from the action of 
the heart and nervou s system, are 
more likely to get ou t of whack 
when the cau sative environm ent 
is long enou gh continu ed.

ASHINGTON — Real seed 
for

Churchill-Roosevelt conference was a 
proposed visit with Stalin in Siberia, which 
first sprouted last October. 
The idea was discussed between W in­ 
kle and Stalin during W illkie’s trip, then 
with EDR. W illkic broached the idea after I 
he found Stalin irritated over the failure , 
of an outstanding Am erican to come to 
Russia, despite the fact that he had s e n t ! 
his ex-foreign m inister 
Maxim 
Litvinoff, 
as ambassador to W ashington, 
and 
his 
present Foreign M inister M olotoff 
on 
a 
special mission to W ashington. 
Stalin also w as irked at tile delay in 
establishing a second front and over the 
failure of up-to-date lend-lease airplanes 
to arrive. To case the situation, W illkie su g­ 
gested the idea of a talk between Stalin 
and Roosevelt, and even discussed a m eet­ 
ing place in Siberia or Alaska. 
Later, W illkie reported this to Roose­ 
velt, who liked the idea and w ent into 
more details as to w here 
the 
m eeting 
m ight take place. 
Tile plan petered out partly because 
Allied w ar chiefs wanted to discuss s tr a -! 
tegy near the North African area, more ■ 
centrally located for U. S. 
and 
British ! 
commanders, 
partly 
because 
Roosevelt 
w anted to see U. S. troops on the job iii 
North Africa, partly because Stalin did 
not want to get too far aw ay from home. 
He could have flow n to Cairo in two 
to three days if he had pushed his plane 
close to dangerous battle areas; and once 
in Africa he would have been in a part 
of the world where 
assassinations 
are 
; comm onplace and where m any W hite Rus­ 
sian emigres, French Fascists and M oham­ 
medan fanatics don’t love the Soviet.

The Secret Service, 
FBI 
and 
others concerned with the safety of the 
President were flatly opposed to his ta k ­ 
ing the trip. T hey experienced the most 
nervous three w eeks of their lives during 
his absence.

out. But others have taken their 
place. Wounds remain about the 
same. The new diseases are due 
to different forms of exposure. 
The latest to be added is "im­ 
mersion foot" caused by long im­ 
mersion of the feet in cold water 
on a raft or rubber life boat or, 
in fact, any kind of boat after tor­ 
pedoing at sea. 
It need not be limited to the 
feet. An exactly similar condition 
was described by Surgeon Unfit}', 
which affected the un­ 
gloved hand of an airman who 
had 
lain 
exposed 
twenty-four 
hours on a mountain. 
Any part of the skin can be 
affected. The reason the hands 
and feet get it the worst is that 
the constriction of the clothing 
helps bring on the condition and 
makes it wort*. A sailor lands on 
a raft more or less unconscious, 
an aviator falls free of his plane, 
unconscious, and the tight wrist­ 
band of the latter is not loosened, 
so that when the hand begins to 
swell from the cold the circulation j 
is shut off. 


8} (upturns 
The hand or foot becomes numb j 
as exposure continues and does 
not respond normally to rubbing. 
When the men reach a ba#e hos­ 
pital there are pain, tingling, itch­ 
ing, swilling and color changes. 
Sometimes the extremity turns 
3 eilow, sometimes a vivid red. 
The feet feel woody and numb. 
They complain it is as if "they 
were walking on cotton wool." 
The first stage gives way to a 
second in which redness and tin­ 
gling and sensitiveness to cold 
predominate and finally there is a 
residual stage; they are able to 
use the hands and feet and have 
no pain and tingling, but they 
have a terrible time warming the 


hand or foot up if they come into 
a warm room from unusual cold. 
Treatment consist* in very care­ 
ful nursing so that the hands or 
feet are not allowed to hang free 
or be handled roughly, or have 
any kind of restriction on them. 
They are warmed gradually and 
grease and oil are used as a pro­ 
tective, liberally. Massage is bad 
for them. The feet should be left 
free of dressings and elevated at 
first; later alternately raised and 
lowered. 
Akin to Chilblain 
“Immersion foot," like the ‘‘shel­ 
ter leg” I wrote about a week or 
so ago, and which is described by 
London physicians as occurring in 
those sleeping in a damp and bad­ 
ly ventilated shelter, are much 
akin to ordinary chilblain. 
The blood vessels of the feet (aa 
well as the rest of the body) are 
controlled by the automatic nerv­ 
ous system, which contracts them 
in response to cold and relaxes 
them in response to heat. This is 
a defense mechanism: when con­ 
tracted, the blood will not lose too 
much heat; when dilated, the part 
will lose heat, as on a hot day, and 
prevent heat stroke. 
But the hands and feet, being 
farthest away from the action of 
the heart and nervous system, are 
more likely to get out of whack 
when the causative environment 
is long enough continued.
